A mobile setup is a sufficient compromise already. I would not want to 
have to use a tuner on a mobile unless I had no other choice. I'd get a 


Hustler with the spider mount. You can put resonators on it for three 


bands without a problem. They will all be tuned and all you have to do is 
switch bands at the rig. I do it with 40 and 20 meters on my major trips 


and it works just fine. I've never gone to three resonators but know guys 
who use as many as four resonators on their mobile setup. you will need to 
guyed it to the car. I use heavy fishing line or nylon twine for that. 


The bumper is not the best place for the antenna mount. But if you have no 
other choice do it. It will be bit harder to tune the antenna and it won't 
get out quite as well as if it were mounted higher. The radiation pattern 
will also not be symmetric so you may find that when you turn a corner you 
lose the signal you were copying.

Hi Chuck! 

I have the 20m and 10m coils and whip. 

I have only had the chance to use them briefly, but here is my experience so 
far ... 

I first tried the 10m coil and whip without a counterpoise. No luck ... 
Then I clipped on a 1/4 wave counterpoise and was able to work a station in 
Spain on SSB -- received a 57. It is easy to tune for lowest SWR -- just 
adjust the whip length. 

Today I took the 20m coil and whip out with a 1/4 wave counterpoise for 20m 
and worked a station in Missouri on CW -- had a long QSO and received a 559. 
I was not able to tune out the standing waves totally by adjusting the whip 
on 20m but only a few segments of the SWR meter were lit and the Power Out 
was full scale. 


Again, this is just with 2 days use, but so far I am pleased. I think if 
you go into this with the fact in mind that these things are a compromise 
then you will probably have fun -- bottom line: keep your expectations 
reasonable. 


BTW, I picked up a 90 degree adapter and a pl249-to-BNC adapter and use the 
antennas on the rear connector -- that makes me feel much more 

comfortable -- had visions of snapping the BNC socket right off! This seems 
to work fine ... 


Also, my experience so far is that these things hear pretty good and they 
are relatively "quiet" (not noisy since they are verticals, per se....) 


Does this help? Let me know if you need some more information!

Many thanks to all who offered suggestions on my original post. 
I would still like to see 4 cards on a single 8.5 x 11 sheet. 


Bob, KC4ATU, in a direct reply, got me thinking. He told me that he no 
longer uses WB8RCR but uses the postcard maker feature in Photoshop. I 
don't have Photoshop but I do have JASC's Paint Shop Pro (PSP) in the 
office. PSP is turning out to be really nifty for displaying images. The 
image generator in the seismic processing software I use for the day job 
isn't worth a hoot and I routinely export my seismic data to PSP for 
fromatting before sending it to the plotter. If I were designing a SAT 
test I guess the best analogy would be Photoshop:PSP as Snap-On:Harbor 
Freight. But that comparison might be a bit unfair to PSP. PSP does what 
it's supposed to do with a quick learning curve and a reasonable price. 


This is how I managed to get 4 complete QSL cards on a single page of 
postcard stock. I set up the QSL card(s) I wanted in WB8RCR and displayed 
them on my monitor. I then used the Print Screen button on the keyboard to 
copy the image on the screen to the clipboard. I then opened PSP and 
created a new image. I pasted the clipboard contents into the new image 
and cropped the new image so that only a single QSL card was present. I 
then saved this image as a jpeg under a new name. After reopening the 
image, I used the Multiple Print command in PSP to paste 4 of the images 
onto a single page, rotated the images 90 degrees. Then I used the 
automatic size command to expand the images to fill out the page. Seems to 
work real well. We had network problems at the shop so I did not run the 
actual print job yet. Tomorrow I will send several pages to the HP-8500 
and we'll see how it goes. If there's an interest, I can bring an uncut 
sheet of printed postcard stock to FDIM so y'all can admire my handiwork.

No, it doesn't. They're the same frequency, within the 

manufacturing tolerance, but the manufacturing tolerances for the 
microprocessor crystals used in most ham projects are rather 

loose. You can buy tightly-specified crystals from companies like 
International Crystal and Jan Crystals, but they cost 10-20 times 

as much as the cheap microprocessor parts. (To be fair, the 

expensive crystals will usually also have a lower ESR and higher 


Q.) 


> If it doesn't, then can someome 'splain to me what this matcghing is all

Building a ladder crystal filter requires that all the crystals 
be on the same frequency. The closer the match, the more closely 
the filter will match its theoretical performance. Ideally, they 
should be matched in other ways (Q and so forth) as well. The 
more elaborate the filter, the more important the matching is. 
Some hams have built ladder filters with as many as 14 poles - 
but they went through batches of 100 crystals to get the 14 
matched ones. (No, it's not as wasteful as all that; you get more 
than one matched set from your bag of 100, just not all matched 
at exactly the same frequency.)

No. Say you got 9.00@QMHz crystals. They are guaranteed to be 9MHz 

+/- the tolerance, which is usually in the 20ppm (parts per million) 
range. But at 9 MHz, 20ppm would be 180Hz. That means if you bought 10 
crystals, you could expect a couple to be around 180Hz LOW and a couple 
180HzZ HIGH. This is a 360Hz spread. 


My experience in matching crystals, seeing spreads of 200-300Hz is 
typical, with an occassional crystal more than that. Of course this 
spread will be greater with crystals of higher frequency. 


For crystals used in oscillator circuits, such as the BFO on a product 
detector, this is no biggie, since most crystal oscillators have the 
provisions to skew the crystal to the exact frequency needed, usually with 
a variable capacitor in series with the crystal. 


But for a crystal ladder filter using 3-4 crystals, you ideally want all 
crystals to operate at the same frequency. Say the filter is designed 

for an 800Hz bandwidth. That is based on all crystals being MATCHED, that 
is, on the exact same frequency. But if one is LOW by 150HZ and one is 
HIGH by 150Hz, the filter bandwidth is now 800Hz+300HzZ=1100Hz. Each 
crystal will cause a different peak in the filter passband, so you will 
have 2-3 peaks instead of one. This is called filter ripple and can 

cause some undesired effects. Nothing serious, but by matching the 
crystals to the same frequency in a filter, the filter will be operating 
at it's optimum performance -- as the designer intended. 


To match crystals, each crystal is usually dropped into an oscillator and 
the frequency measured on a frequency counter. For the crystal filter, 
you then use the crystals that are the closest in frequency. The crystals 
that are the farthest away can then be used in oscillator applications. 


If you don't have a frequency counter, it is also possible to use the 
product detector in the rig you are building. Temporarily solder ina 
crystal (say the 9MHz crystal) and find it on a fairly good shortwave 
receiver. Remove the crystal and solder in the next crystal and note the 
tone on the shortwave receiver. If you have a fair ear for "tone," you 
should be able to detect a crystal that is 150-200Hz hi or low. The 

ones that come up about the same tone are the ones closest matched. 


If you just don't have the means to match the crystals, it's not the end 
of the world. It won't keep your rig from working. Your filter bandpass 


will be a few hundred HZ wider than designed, and the steepness of the 
filter roll-off might be a bit sloppier, and you might pick up a bit more 
BFO power in the filter (the BFO is usually about 700Hz higher than the 
IF frequency in a crystal filter), but you will still have fairly nice 

IF filtering. Enough to use the rig and have some good QSO's. 


Think of it this way. In the "old days," most IF filtering was done by 
a series of IF transformers. A poorly matched filter still out performs 
that approach :-)

Usually, the first letter or two signifies 
the MANUFACTURER of the device, but for different manufacturers to call 
it a "741," they must all meet certain minimum specifications for that 
device. That makes them all interchangeable for most applications. 


Some of the manufacturing codes for linear devices you will see are: 
LM - National Semiconductors 

NE - Signetics (now Philips) 

AD - Analog Devices 

TL - Texas Instruments 

MC - Motorola 

JRC - Japan Radio Corportation 

UA - shucks, I forget. United Artists? 


Also, many single op amps are pin-compatible with the 741, such as the

Cheap crystals are only matched to, perhaps, 300 parts per million (off the 
top of my head). Depending on the bandwidth of the filter, you need matching 
much closer than that, otherwise you get a poor frequency response from the 
filter. It's a % of the bandwidth, as I recall.

On the subject of selectivity in the 706 w/500 Hz filters ... 


I recently also bought a 706 and noted that CW signals didn't peak up 
quickly and then drop out just as quickly when I tuned the band. 


On further observation though, I think the tuning rate is making the filter 
seem (subjectively) less sharp than it really is. I just did a comparison 
of the FT-1000 and the IC-706. The 1000 moved 10 khz in one turn of the 
knob and the 706 gave 2 kHz. Quite a difference! 


Not saying that the IC-706's filtering is as sharp as the FT-1000's, but it 
is interesting that the tuning rate can affect your perception of how sharp 
the filter is. 


Also, we had that discussion on 500 Hz Vs. 250 Hz here a few months ago. I 
guess 250 Hz won, but on the FT-1000 I'll very rarely choose the 250 Hz 
filter over the 500.

I have the Ham Stiks which are short, but resonant at the frequency in 
use. My antenna has it's base at the top of the camper on my Jeep pickup. 
I ran several tests between my "pretty good" 80 meter vee wire antenna and 
the Ham Stik on 40 meters. The Ham Stik is 10 db below the wire. 


I need to run a test on a longer path using my butternut vertical against 
the Ham Stik on 40 meters. 


Did this on 15 meters and it was terrible! The Ham Stik is 30 DB below my 
TH6DXX 6 element beam at 55 feet...

A mobile setup is a sufficient compromise already. I would not want to 
have to use a tuner on a mobile unless I had no other choice. I'd get a 
Hustler with the spider mount. You can put resonators on it for three 
bands without a problem.

Hi Chuck, 

Thanks for the check in last night for the MI QRP Net. Good signals and solid 
copy. It took me about a year before I found ‘the guy' at the power company 
who's job it is to find and report power line noise. 


I would call about once a week. Calls that do not have anything to with downed 
lines or power outages are routed into the same department as billing errors and 
other complaints. Not sure if they ever get to anyone technical. 


I would send a weekly e-mail to the power company. I described my problem in 
great detail and included all my observations for the week. I would identify 
what days and times the noise occurred and what radio and TV stations I could 
hear/see the noise. 


I would copy the above e-mail to their web page where they had a input screen 
for customer comments. This was also done weekly. 


I contacted my ARRL division technical coordinator via e-mail. This seemed to 
get the ball rolling. He responded to my e-mail and said that he had passed my 
problem on to some connections he had and did not elaborate. It was shortly 
after that 'the guy' from the power company left a note on my front door saying 
he had dropped by but could not find any problems. The note had no name or 
number. So I continued the weekly calls, e-mail, and web page with the addition 
of requesting ‘the guy' call me or leave his name and number. Several months 
passed. One day I found another note on my door. It said he had been around 
several times but could not find any problems. But this time it had his name 
and number. This was a major break. I was able to describe my problem to him 
and tell him exactly what I had done to troubleshoot the problem. Of course I 
had to convince him the noise was his problem and not mine. A demo on the 
phone where I pulled the main breaker while he was listening to my receiver 
helped a lot. After several conversations I discovered that he had never did 
any of his drive byes on the block that I had located the bad pole. He has an 
instrumented truck that he drives around. If his alarm goes off, he calls it 
in. I told him what street to drive down and the address of the house that 
connected to the bad pole. The next day I got a message that I had been right 


all along. So my first pole got fixed about a month later. 


I had about six months of no noise. I had a great time with my NC20 that spring 
and summer. When the cold weather of fall came around another pole started to 
make noise. I called my friend at the power company. He responded right away 
this time. The problem was and still is very intermittent and has varying 
amplitude. He can never detect the noise on any of his drive byes. The noise 
varies with temperature and humidity. It is worse at night when I am on the 
radio but almost always gets weak or disappears completely during the day when 
he does his drive byes. That is why I need to improve my instrumentation. I 
need to be able to measure the relative strength of the noise an keep a log of 
it. I am hoping this log will convince the power company to fix the pole with 
out their equipment sounding an alarm. Also I expect to have an ongoing noise 
problems. All of the poles in the area are of the same age so I expect more to 
go bad in the future. There were nights last winter when I did not even try to 
get into the Fox hunt because of the S9 plus noise. 


Two months ago there were two power company bucket trucks parked in front of my 
house. The guys were killing time waiting to get access to a construction site 
at the end of the block. I went out and asked them if they could checked the 
pole down the street about 25 yards away from where they were parked while they 
were waiting. Of course this was against company policy and they would like to 
help but yadda, yadda, yadda. 

Based on the responses I have received I will collect all of the inputs, 
summarize them, and put them on the list. I hope you have better luck dealing 
with the power company than I have.

Brian, you are on the right track when you ask 
questions! Paul NA5N gave you lots of info on how to 
do it. I will add a little encouragement from my 
practical use. 


I needed four xtals for a filter. I wanted the 
bandwidth to be approx. 500 Hz +/-. I do not have a 
counter at home, so what i did was use my everyday 
receiver to compare pitch of the xtals. You need a 
stable receiver - most modern commercial ham rigs have 
fairly low drift. 


The trick is to make the comparisons by tuning the 
receiver to one xtal, and comparing the pitch of the 


others. Some of course will be higher or lower. So 
if your circuit needs 3 or 4, pick those that are 
closely pitched. My experience is you should be able 
to get within about 100 Hz this way, which is adequate 
for a 500 Hz type CW filter. Nothing bad happens if 
you end up with 600 Hz say. 


Given you have the crystals, its worth the effort to 
measure them and its not so hard to do. Contact me 
off the list if you need a simple oscillator circuit. 
Also put alligator clips on it so you can quickly 
compare the pitches.

Yes, with footnotes, you can get essentially the same results with a toroid 
wound with smaller gauge wire. You can get the same inductance with a 
variety 

of wire sizes. The number of turns might vary slightly by a turn or two. 


A rule of thumb in most coils is to use the largest size of wire you can for 
the lowest RF losses. There is a limitation, though, in that you would like 
to have about one wire diameter between turns to reduce the distributed 
Capacity across the coil. The spacing between turns minimizes this capacity 
from one turn to the next. This limits the largest wire size you would use 
if 

you were after a high Q coil. 


Often we compromise by closewinding the turns in order to obtain the needed 
inductance with a smaller toroid or even standard solenoid wound coil. We 
are 

accepting a slightly lower Q in order to obtain a physically smaller toroid 
inductor. 


If you have an inductance meter like the LCII/B from Almost All Digital 
Electronics (I think their web site is www.AADE.com for info), you can 
measure 

the inductance of a given core with a variety of turns and wire sizes.

You can use essentially the same trick from QSLMaker direct, at least in 
many cases. 


Typically, these inkjet printers have a very small leading margin anda 
fairly large trailing margin. The bit of data you may be missing is that 
the dimensions for card placement in QSLMaker are measured from the 
printable portion of the page. Where this printable portion falls varies 
depending on the particular printer. QSLMaker does allow you to place the 
cards wherever you want, including to the left of the printable area. 


Make a 2 card .qsl file with negative X's (-2 for a DeskJet 693C). Chances 
are you'll need to fiddle a bit with the X values to suit your particular 
printer.

I looked at the specs on the ICs for charging the NiMH batteries and this 
seems to be correct. It looks like about 1.5 volts per cell would work 
well. So I'm considering setting up something with a LM7812 and a small 
solar cell to charge them. It would be perfect for an eight cell pack. The 
current specifications on the chargers I have trickle charge them at up to 
80 mA max. One is 24 mA and another is 40 mA so I think I'm going to cut 
back a bit on the current you cited. Then I can claim them as part of my 
solar setup for field day. The hitch is that with the self-discharge rate 
for the NiMH batteries I feel like I need a charger for each set of 8 
batteries. So far I haven't found a solar cell small enough - mainly due 
to not looking too hard.

I think a three terminal, variable voltage LM317 regulator can be used as a 
current regulator. Then you can use any size solar panel. I think the current 
limit mode requires about 4.25v extra above what you want to charge the batteries 
to (3v across the regulator, 1.25v across the output), which might be about right 
for a lot of 18 to 22v (no load) solar panels. The trick is to float the LM317 
ground connection, and use a resistor from the LM317 output to the LM317 ground 
connection that will draw the desired amount of current at a regulated 1.25v. The 
LM317 variable voltage regulator fixes the output to ground difference to 1.25v. 


Connect the + side of the solar array to the input side of the LM317 regulator, 
the "ground" connection of the LM317 to the + side of the battery array, and the - 
side to the solar array ground, and bridge the current limit resistor from the 
LM317 output to the floating LM317 "ground". It is a very simple circuit! 


For 80 ma, you need a 15 ohm resistor from the LM317 output to the floating LM317 
"ground". Using 22 ohms should give a safety margin by limiting to 56 ma. 
Checking the power dissipation of these resistors (P= V*I = 1.25*0.056 = 0.07w or 
1.25x0.08 = 0.1w), 1/4 w resistors look fine for either current limit case. 


It looks to me as if it is very easy to keep NiMH battery packs "topped off" using 
small solar panels in the field.

>I looked at the specs on the ICs for charging the NiMH batteries and this 
>seems to be correct. It looks like about 1.5 volts per cell would work 
>well. So I'm considering setting up something with a LM7812 and a small 
>solar cell to charge them. It would be perfect for an eight cell pack. The 
>current specifications on the chargers I have trickle charge them at up to 
>80 mA max. One is 24 mA and another is 40 mA so I think I'm going to cut 
>back a bit on the current you cited. Then I can claim them as part of my 
>solar setup for field day. The hitch is that with the self-discharge rate 
>for the NiMH batteries I feel like I need a charger for each set of 8 
>batteries. So far I haven't found a solar cell small enough - mainly due 
>to not looking too hard.
